A DEADLY CYCLONE. 


Several Towns In Kentucky 
Visited by a Destructive 
and Fatal Hurricane. 


One of the Worst Storms ever 
Known Now Passing 
Over the East. 


C air o , 111., Special—A to r na do la s t nig ht 
struck the east side of the city of Clinton, 
Ky., dem olishing filty-five houses and kill­ 
ing eleven people aud wounding fifty-six. 
The killed and wounded 
so far a s a s c e r­ 
tained are: 
Killed—John A. Rhodes and two children, 
Mrs. William Bone, Burnett Bone, W alter Nance, 
John W. Gaddie and infant child o( Judg e E. C.

TUB FIRST HOUSE BTKCt'K 
was the section house of the Illinois Central 
railroad occupied by Mr. John Rhodes and 
family.

cued badly injured. His sou Robert was 
up stairs and was badly hurt by falling 


pany and used by the N orthern Central 
Railroad company^ was burned to-nig ht 
with ail its contents. The total loss is

tw een $700,000 and $800,000. The British 
steam ship Sacrobosco, which was lying 
along side, was also totally destroyed, in­ 
volving a loss of $150,000.

The 
fire rapidly encircled the elevator and em­ 
braced the steam ship before she could be 
run out into the stream. There were 500,000 
bushels of wheat and com in the bins, and 
this, too, is entirely destroyed.

Thomas Knig ht, the colored cook, of New 
York, injured about the body with timbers; Ell 
Whitslde, ag ed twenty-four, of Eng land, fat* 
hurt; A. J. Kobiusou of Eng land, hands and 
arms bunted; ( harles Appleton, steward, ot Eng ­ 
land, hands burned. 
The British steamships N oith, E rin and 
Khio. which were lying aside and were 
waiting to load, had tneir masts burned 
away. 
So q uickly did the fire spread, that 
the men on the vessels were oblig ed to jum p 
overboard into the water, and the excite­ 
m ent and confuaion was so g reat that many 
of them did not g et ashore for over an 
hour, having to cling to *[>ars and floating 
timbers.

A W hale B reak s a Cable. 


Prom the Electrical Review, 
On September 9th a fault broke 
out in the Santos-Santa Catharina 
section ot the Western and Brazilian 
Telegraph Company’s system of ca. 
bles, but through which signals were 
exchanged up to the moment ot cut­ 
ting by therepairingsteamer Viking- 
The latter, while engaged on the re­ 
pair on October 17, picking up to­ 
ward the fault 57 fathoms, and 
about 70 miles north from Santa ; 
Catharina, brought to the service a 
monster dead whale,measuring about 
50 feet long, intact, with the excep- ; 
tion of the upper part (the belly ), 
from which all the skin had been 
worn or eaten away, leaving only a 
small portion on the neck and tail; 
the cabld parted at the fault with the 
strain put upon it in lifting, and the 
carcass of the whale being relieved of 
the downward pressure, rose like a 
torpedo and inflated like a baloon, a 
portion on arriving at the surface of 
the water bursting and creating a 
most offensive odor, so that every 
one was thankful when the cable was 
cut, and tbeabnoxious objectdrifted 
to leeward; the tail of the whale had 
two complete turns round the shank 
and three or four across the flat or 
fan part. It would be interesting to 
know how long this creature had 
lieen imprisoned; from the advanced 
stag e of decomposition it must have ! 
been there some considerable time; 
its body was covered with barnacles, 
and some even on the white part, 
where the skin had disappeared. It 
is worthy of note* that this cable was 
laid in 1874, and with the exception 
of one repair by the contractors in 
18 7 5, lias never since been touched, 
and is as perfect as the day it was 
laid. The above by Mr. Peters, of 
the Viking, is the third instance in 
which whales have broken telegraph 
cables. The first occured in the Per - j 
sian Gulf some fifteen years ago, and 
the second on the west coast of 
America, off the Peruvian coast, some 
seven years since. 
In both cases the 
whale was dead when brought to the 
surface by the repairing vessel, and 
was entangled in the cable. The 
supposed cause is that the cables 
were hung in festoons through being 
i - t 
• 
laid t oo tight ly over unea veil ground, 
and that the whales used them as 
rubbing posts to get rid of some of 
the barnacles with which there bodies 
are often covered. A swish ot the 
tail can easily account for the cable 
being twisted around the body, and 
the weight and the struggles of the 
animals can easily account for the 
break. We are iuclined to think the 
weight ofthe dead decomposing body 
is more likely to break t lie suspended 
bight than the swimming strength ot 
the whale, which compared to the 
longitudinal strength of a cable must 
be a small matter. The pecularity 
ofthe case oft' the Btazilian coast 
lies in the cable not being broken.

E v erett's Eloc utionary Tric k s . 
In the North American Review for 
J anuary the Hon. Charles K. Tuck- 
erman 
narrates some interesting 
reminiscences ot old-time celebrite in 
Boston. He tells this incident, among 
others, in reference to Edward Ever­ 
ett: 
“ That Everett resorted occasion­ 
ally to accessories ‘to catch the eyes 
of the groundlings’ may seem not al­ 
together worthy of a man of such 
cultivated tastes and talents; but 
these studied effects, like his studied 
oratory, served to bring down’ the 
house and the banquet tible; which, 
after all, is the object of the moment 
with the orator or the actor, or both 
combined. It was always successful 
with Everett. A gentleman who sat 
near him at a public dinner in Bos­ 
ton related a little incident in illustra­ 
tion of this. Among the ornament­ 
ed dishes on the table was a grand 
plat fancifully decorated, including 
two miniature silk flags on sticks, 
which were stuck into the 
viand 
previously to being served. The dish 
stood directly in lront of Everett. 
Be!ore he was aware of it it was re­ 
moved for the 
purpose 
of being 
carved at the sideboard. When he 
missed it he appeared to be seriously 
annoyed, and, beckoning to one of 
the waiters, whispered to bring back 
the dish and place it where it was 
before. This was accordingly done. 
My friend, one of the few’ w ho had 
observed this little by-scene, could 
not at all understand it, or know’ 
why the great man had appeared so 
disconcerted at the loss o fth e dish 
and so immensely relieved at its re­ 
appearance; but when the cloth was 
removed and Everett 
made 
his 
speech, in response to a national 
toast, the mystery was explained. 
As the orator w armed with his theme 
and expatiated in glowing language 
upon the greatness of the Republic 
and the patriotic emotions excited 
by the flag of the Union, whose folds 
they all beheld gracefully festooned 
around the walls of the banquet hall 
he seized—as if moved by the impulse 
of the moment—the two little flags 
from the dish liefore him and waved 
them, one in each hand, above his 
head, until his accents were drowned 
in the murmurs of applause that fol­ 
lowed the gracelul, appropriate, and, 
so to speak, inspired act.” 
This story can be readily believed 
by aH who heard Everett. He al­

Fire by Fric tion. 
One of the first things a child learns 
about fire is that savage races pro­ 
duce it by rubbing two sticks togeth­ 
er.

Thestieks must be of the right kind 
—one hard, the other soft—and dry. 
Upon the hard piece cut two grooves 
in the shupe of a cross. 
Secure it

sties has been pointed, revolve it

in the insertion of

grooves. Gradunlly tinder forms in 
tlie grooves and the friction ignites 
it.

The Weyerhauser Syndicate Have 
Closed ihe Contract for all the 
Northern Pacific Pine Lands. 


A meeting of the citizens of Brain- 
erd was held at the council chambers 
at 4 o'clock on Monday afternoon, | 
which was called to consider matters 
concerning the purchase of the North 
ern Pacific pino lands tributary to the 
Mississippi river and Brainerd, by 
the Weyerhauser syndicate. 
The 
meeting was called to order by J. H. 
Koop, president of the board of trade, 
and Mayor Hemstead was called to 
the chair to preside, A. J. Halsted be­ 
ing elected secretary. Geo. S. Can­ 
field, who was instrumental in calling 
the meeting, was called upon to ex­ 
plain the object, and in detail he took 
up the matter of the negotiations from 
the start down to January 7th, of the 
present year, at which time the con­ 
tract was closed between the syndicate 
and the company, and $150,000 was 
received by the Northern Pacific as 
first payment on the purchase. 
On 
January 10th the syndicate hold a 
meeting iu Chicago and arranged 
their business in a manner to begin 
operations. 
The gentlemon who are 
connected with the enterprise are: 
Frederick Weyerhauser & Sons, of 
Rock Island; the Mussers, of Musca­ 
tine, la .; Sauntry & Tosier, of Still­ 
water, and the Messrs. Lamb, of 
Davenport, la., and Stone, of Winona. 
The plan of tho syndicate was put in 
a mill here that would be similar to 
the one at Chippewa Falls and that 
the amount of lumber to be manu­ 
factured was fully twice as large as 
had ever been expected by tho parties 
who have been on tho inside during 
the negotiations. Minneapolis parties 
have endeavored to head off this deal 
and have done everything in their 
power to defeat Brainerd’s chances of 
getting the location by stating that 
tho town was a placo inhabited only 
by thugs and toughs and not a placo 
in which the gentlemen would desire 
to live with their families, that trade 
had been retarded and business men 
driven out by the Knights of Labor 
who were in power here. 
Parties who 
are acquainted with tho status of 
things here have disabused their 
minds of all these malicious false­ 
hoods and the crusade against Brain­ 
erd by Minneapolis will cut no figure 
in the case. 
The syndicate, accord­ 
ing to its contract, are at liberty to do 
their manufacturing at any point on 
the Northern Pacific road, but it is 
now the intention to located at Brain­ 
erd if everything is as has been repre­ 
sented to the gentlemen, and they 
will be here within a week to look tho 
ground over and examine into the de­ 
tails. 
The matter of appointing a 
committee to meet the gentlemen was | 
suggested and it was left to the chair­ 
man to appoint a committee of twelve. 
The matter of exempting the plant of 
tho company and their logs from 
taxation for a number of years was 
then discussed and it was the general 
impression of those who spoke on the 
subject that there would be no opposi­ 
tion to such a move if it could be 
legally done* The matter of labor 
and labor organizations was touched 
upon and it was the universal senti­ 
ment that there was no city in exis- 
ence where there had been so little 
trouble between laboring men and 
employers, in fact, there had never 
been an instance in the history of 
Brainerd, and the N. P. company 
would confirm the statement. Several 
gentlemen were called on for expres­ 
sions and after a general discussion 
the meeting adjourned.

W hat it B rought to T w o T opeka Peo­ 
ple—A F ortune Wisely In vested . 
On Tuesday, the 12th of November, 
the regular monthly drawing of The 
Louisiana State Lottery occured and 
it brought luck to two persons in this 
city, each of whom held one-twentieth 
of ticket bearing tho No. “93,” which 
drew the first capital prize of $300,000. J 
A Democrat reporter took puiae yes­ 
terday to ascertain what the fortunate J 
holders of No. 93 had done with the 
j money they got. 
Mrs. Margaret Vdiepique, who re­ 
sides just outside the city limits, re­ 
ceived her $15,000 in cash and de- 
jjosited $5,000 iu three different banks 
of the city, and entrusting the matter 
of its investment to a German friend, 
who is loaning it out at 8 per cent, 
interest on approved real estate se­ 
curity. 
The income will make Mrs. 
Y. independent for life. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Villepique came from Kansas 
City three years ago, where they had 
met with a heavy loss. 
They had 
considerable property, which was 
heavily mortgaged, and beiDg unable 
to clear it off lost it by foreclosure, it 
is to-day worth $80,000, though then 
it was held at only $10,000. 
Arriving 
at Topeka, they bought five acres of 
land, paying $150 down on it, and by 
raising garden truck, which they sold 
in the city, supported the family, and 
had the debt nearly paid off when 
Mrs. V . drew the $15,000 on her ticket. 
It may be imagined that life looks 
much brighter to her than it did a 
month ago. 
Tho other one-twentieth ticket was 
held by Dennis Northmgton, a colored 
man, engaged in delivering coal for 
the Green Coal company. 
He is a 
hard working, economical man, and 
it had been his one ambition to sone 
day be able to buy a Kansas farm and 
leave the city for more peaceful life 
in the country. 
He little thought 
this ambition would be realized so 
quickly, but on November 13th, the 
day after the drawing of The Louis­ 
iana State Lottery, he found himself 
the winner of a fortune- and a farm. 
He consented to remain a month 
longer with the Green Coal company 
and continue his teaming, and ho is 
meantime on the lookout for a good 
farm. 
He received his money ($15,- 
000) though one of tho national banks 
and has it safely deposited until he is 
ready to use it. 
He started in life a 
slave and th« lottery has made him a 
rich as well as a free citizen of the 
Sunflower state.—Topeka (Kansas)

meeting was called to order by J. H. 
Koop, president of the board of trade, 
and Mayor Hemstead was called to 
the chair to preside, A. J. Halsted be­ 
ing elected secretary. Geo. S. Can­ 
field, who was instrumental in calling 
the meeting, was called upon to ex­ 
plain the object, and in detail he took 
up the matter of the negotiations from 
the start down to January 7th, of tho 
present year, at which time the con­ 
tract was closed between the syndicate 
and the company, and $150,000 was 
received by the Northern Pacific as 
first payment on the purchase*. On 
January 10th the syndicate held a 
meeting in Chicago and arranged 
their business in a manner to begin 
operations. The gentlemen who are 
connected with the enterprise are: 
Frederick Weyerhauser & Sons, of 
Bock Island; the Mussers, of Musca­ 
tine, la ; Sauntry & Tonier, of Still­ 
water, and tho Messrs. Lamb, of 
Davenport, la , and Stone, of Winona. 
The plan of the syndicate was put in 
a mill here that would be similar to 
the one at Chippewa Falls and that 
the amount of lumber to lie manu­ 
factured was fully twice as large as 
had ever been expected by the parties 
who have been on the inside during 
the negotiations. Minneapolis parties 
have endeavored to head off this deal 
and have done everything in their 
power to defeat Bramerd’s chances of 
getting the location by stating that 
the town was a placo inhabited only 
by thugs and toughs and not a place 
in which the gentlemen would desire 
to live with their families, that trade 
had been retarded and business men 
driven out by tho Knights of Labor 
who were iii power here. Parties who 
are acquainted with the status of 
things here havo disabused their 
minds of all these malicious false­ 
hoods and the crusade against Brain­ 
erd by Minneapolis will cut no figure 
in tho case. 
The syndicate, accord­ 
ing to its contract, are at lil>erty to do 
their manufacturing at any point on 
the Northern Pacific road, but it is 
now the intention to located at Brain­ 
erd if everything is as has been repre­ 
sented to the gentlemen, and they 
will be here within a week to look tho 
ground over and examine into the de­ 
tails. 
The matter of appointing a 
committee to meet the gentlemen was 
suggested and it was left to the chair­ 
man to appoint a committee of twelve. 
The matter of exempting the plant of 
the company and their logs from 
taxation for a numl>er of years was 
then discussed and it was the general 
impression of those who spoke on the 
subject that there would be no opposi­ 
tion to such a move if it could be 
legally done! The matter of labor 
and labor organizations was touched 
upon and it was the universal senti­ 
ment that there was no city in exis- 
ence where there had been so little 
trouble between laboring men and 
employers, in fact, there had never 
been an instance in the history of 
Brainerd, and the N. P. company 
would confirm the statement. Several 
gentlemen were called on for expres­ 
sions and after a general discussion 
the meeting adjourned.

On Tuesday, the 12th of November, 
the regular monthly drawing of The 
Louisiana State Lottery occured and 
it brought luck to two persons in this 
city, each of whom held one-twentieth 
of ticket bearing the No. ‘*93,” which 
drew the first capital prize of $300,000. 
A Democrat reporter took paias yes­ 
terday to ascertain what the fortunate 
holders of No. 93 had done with the 
money they got. 
Mrs. Margaret A iilepique, who re­ 
sides just outside the city limits, re­ 
ceived her $15,000 in cash and de- 
I>osited S o ,OOO in three different banks 
of the city, and entrusting the matter 
of its investment to a German friend, 
who is loaning it out at 8 per cent, 
interest on approved real estate se­ 
curity. The income will make Mrs. 
V. independent for life. Mr. and 
Mrs. Villepique came from Kansas 
City three years ago, where they had 
met with a heavy loss. 
They had 
considerable property, which was 
heavily mortgaged, and being unable 
to clear it off lost it by foreclosure, it 
is to-day worth $80,000, though then 
it was held at only $10,000. Arriving 
at Topeka, they bought five acres of 
land, paying $150 down on it, and by 
raising garden truck, which they sold 
in the city, supported the family, and 
had the debt nearly paid off when 
Mrs. V . drew the $15,000 on her ticket. 
It may be imagined that life looks 
much brighter to her than it did a 
month ago. 
The other one-twentieth ticket was 
held by Dennis Northington, a colored 
man, engaged in delivering coal for 
tho Green Coal company. 
He is a 
hard working, economical man, and 
it had been his one ambition to sol ie 
day be able to buy a Kansas farm and 
leave the city for more peaceful life 
in the country. 
He little thought 
this ambition would be realized so 
quickly, but on November 13th. the 
day after the drawing of The Louis­ 
iana State Lottery, he found himself 
the winner of a fortune- and a farm. 
He consented to remain a month 
longer with the Green Coal company 
and continue his teaming, and ho is 
meantime on the lookout for a good 
farm. 
He received his money ($15,- 
000) though one of tho national banks 
and has it safely deposited until he is 
ready to use it. 
He started in life a 
slave and th» lottery has made him a 
rich as well as a free citizen of the 
Sunflower state.- -Topeka (Kansas)

Several Towns In Kentucky 
Visited by a Destructive 
and Fatal Hurricane. 


One of the Worst Storms ever 
Known Now Passing 
Over the East. 


C a ir o , 111., Special—A to r n a d o la s t n ig h t 
struck the east side of the city of Clinton, 
Ky., dem olishing filly-live bouses and k ill­ 
ing eleven people and w ounding fifty-six. 
The killed and w ounded so far as ascer­ 
tained are: 
Killed—John A. Rhodes and two children, 
Mrs. W illiam Bone, Burnett Bone, W alter Nance, 
John W. Caddie and infant child ot Judge E. C. 
Hodges, and one other person n ot yet identified.

W. Voerhees, child and two relatives; Rev. N. 
W. Little, wife and two children: D. Stubblefield 
and several members of his family; Mrs. Foster 
and tw o children; Mrs. J. A. Rhodes and one 
child (the child will die); A. L. Emerson and two 
children; A. E. Justice and one child; W’illiam 
Bone and tw o children; W. F. Boone. Mrs. John 
W. Gaddie and one child; Mr. Jackson, Robert 
Johnson, Sr., Robert Johnson, Jr. (both dan­ 
gerously); W. R. Nance, wife and child. 
TH E FIRST HOUSE ST RECK 
was the section house of tlie Illinois Central 
railroad occupier! by Mr. John Rhodes and 
fam ily. 
The house was torn to splinters, 
and Mr. Rhodes and two children were 
killed outright. 
His wife and one child es­ 
caped death, but are both dangerously 
hurt. 
The house of Mr. Jo h n Gaddies was 
blown down, and afterw ard Gaddies was 
found under the debris with an infant in 
his arm s. 
Gaddies was dead, but the child 
was not hurt. 
The house of R obert Jo h n ­ 
son, w hich stood on the brow of the hill, 
seemed to divide in half, cutting in two 
just below the second floor and letting the 
upjter jtortion fall in its place. 
Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son was in a lower room , and the upj>er 
part fell on him , 
pinning him to the 
earth w ith a joist across his back. 
His 
m oans attracted attention and he was res­ 
cued badly injured. 
His son Robert was 
up stairs and was badly liurt by tailing 
tim bers. 
A lthough suffering intense agony 
he begged his rescuers to let him alone and 
help som e one who could live. H is brother 
David was' also badly hurt. 
The storm 
itruck the tow n w ithout the slightest w arn­ 
ing. 
Many knew nothing o f it until their 
roofs were falling about their hea«b. 
Be­ 
fore the storm the evening was warm and a 
heavy rain had fallen all day, but after the 
storm it suddenly turned cold and a great 
leal ot sutfering was caused thereby. 
It is 
thought the city will be able to supply ail 
dem ands for help from the homeless and a 
com m ittee is at work seeking aid.

The B ritish steam ships N orth, E rin and 
Khiq. which were lying aside and were 
w aiting to load, had tneir masts burned 
away. 
So quickly did the fire spread, th at 
the men on the vessels were obliged to jum p 
overboard into the water, and the excite­ 
m ent and confusion was so great that m any 
o f them did not get ashore for over an 
hour, having to cling to spars and floating 
tim bers.

and Southw est fully corroborate this re­ 
port.

w ith the electric wires all over the West. 
During the height of the storm here the 
wind reached a velocity of forty miles an 
hour. 
Reports 
from W isconsin. 
Iowa, 
Nebraska and Kansas indicate about the 
sHine w eather in those states, the only vari­ 
ation being th at the blizzard is more in­ 
tense ami the snow m uch deeper in the 
north. 
Dispatclu-s from points in Kansas

Articles covered 
with plush or any goods with a pile 
may be brushed with a bristle brush, 
but for hair-cloth a 
light switch 
works best, wiping off the surface 
afterward with a damp cloth. 
Wipe 
the wood work with a damp cloth, 
and if there are any dents in it, it is 
said the applications of 
several 
thicknesses of wet blotting paper held 
in place till dry by a warm Hiatiron 
will remove the dent, unless a very 
deep one, when several applications 
maybe necessary, 
When the wood­ 
work is dry, rub with warm linsee oil 
and polish with chamoisskin. White 
spots may be removed by alcohol 
simply pressed on the spot by a cloth 
that isnot linty, and not rubbed, ns 
rubbing will take oft’tlie varnish. 
A 
flannel cloth moistened with kerosene 
is good to rub the furniture with, and 
the disagreeable odor of the oil soon 
disappear.—Ex.

stern of our ship, turning on his side, 
and made a desperate grub at our 
floating stage. 
The mate made a dosprate leap 
and clung to the chains of our ship; 
the other poor fellow and myself 
were not so fortunate.

moment everything was darkness 
an<l there was a w hirling sensation 
in my ears as 1 w as carried like light­ 
ning fathoms below, along with the 
stage anti the shark.

such thing as chance or accident, it 
being evident that these words do 
not signify anything really existing, 
anything that is truly an agent or 
the cause of an event, but they sig­ 
nify merely men’s ignorance of the 
real and 
immediate 
cause.” 
It 
seems as if the “laws of chance” 
would be a pretty good field for 
study, and that some pretty solid 
laws are in existence somewhere on. 
nature’s 
statute book. 
Another 
term goes with 
“chance.” 
It 
is 
called “luck.” Sometimes they go 
hand-in-hand as a “lucky chance.” 
Luck is disposed of in Webster’s a» 
“that which happens to a person; an 
event, good or ill, affecting a man’s 
happiness or interests, and which is 
deemed casual; a course of series of 
such events regarded as occuring by 
chance!” Now, then, luck is what 
chance does, and we must “take the 
chances” if we wish knowledge of this 
matter. To acknowledge that there 
are “laws of chance” admits that a 
cause precedes each event, and gives 
some ground to work upon. If a 
mau would think twice before he 
used the words “chance” and “luck” 
he would not use them at all, but 
reason out, as far as his knowledge 
would permit, the cause of each event 
he calls luck.

There were 500,000 
bushels of wheat and com in the bins, and 
this, too, is entirely destroyed.

Thomas Knight, the colored cook, of New 
Y'ork. injured about the body with timbers; Eli 
Whitside, aged twenty-four, of England, face 
hurt; A. J. Robinson of England, hands aud 
arms burned; Charles Appleton, steward, of Eng­ 
land, hands burned. 
The B ritish steamships North, E rin and 
Kfiio, which were lying aside and were 
waiting to load, had their masts burned 
away. 
So quickly did the fire spread, that 
the men on the vessels were obliged to jum p 
overboard into the water, and the excite­ 
m ent and confusion was so great that many 
of them did not get ashore for over an 
hour, having to cling to spars and floating 
timbers.

This m orning the 
weather was m oderated. At Detroit, Mich., 
considerable damage w as done biff no build?

Wire# arc nrostrated in every direc­ 
tion around Pittsburg. 
A local train on

Articles covered 
with plush or any goods with a pile 
may- be brushed with a bristle brush, 
but for hair-cloth a light switch 
works best, wiping off the surface 
afterward with a damp cloth. 
Wipe 
the wood work with a damp cloth, 
and if there are any dents in it, it is 
said the applications of 
several 
thicknesses of wet blotting paper held 
in place till dry bjr a warm flatiron 
will remove the dent, unless a very 
deep one, when several applications 
maybe necessary, 
When the wood­ 
work is dry, rub with warm linsee oil 
and polish with chamois skin. White 
spots may be removed by alcohol 
simpty pressed on the spot bv a cloth 
that is not linty, and not rubbed, as 
rubbing will take off tile varnish. A 
flannel cloth moistened with kerosene 
is good to rub the furniture with, and 
the disagreeable odor of the oil soon 
disappear.—Ex.

Clark hit the 
mark truly when he wrote: “It is 
strictly and philosophically' true in 
nature and reason that there is no 
such thing as chance or accident, it 
being evident that these words do 
not signify anything realty existing, 
anything that is truly an agent or 
the cause of an event, but they sig­ 
nify merely men’s ignorance of the 
real and 
immediate 
cause.”

seems as if the “laws of chance” 
would be a pretty good field for 
study, and that some pretty solid

called “luck.” Sometimes they go 
hand-in-hand as a “lucky chance.”

Tfiesticks must be of the right kind 
—one hurd, the other soft—and dry.

grooves. Gradually tinder forms in 
the grooves and the friction ignites 
it.

on his mind. He once invited the fa­ 
mous critic Belinsky and five others 
to dine with him at his house in the 
country, where he had a chief de cui­ 
sine whom he looked upon as a gen­ 
ius. “ I will organize a banquet for 
you the likes of which you never 
dreamed of,” he said. 
He fixed the day and made each 
person give his word of honor th at

The place where the well is 
being dug is the same gulch down 
which the veins to the W ellsville hot 
springs r p , and the intense heat fa 
the cave is accounted for on the 
ground th at it is in close proximity 
to the veins of these springs. The 
walls amk ceilings are said to be 
smooth as if somebody had made 
them.—Denver Times. 


A C a lifo rn ia Rabi D rive. 
The rabbit scourge, which has re­ 
duced such large tracts ofland in Aus­ 
tralia to barrenness, is now threat- 
e,i'n~ parts of (’aliiornia with similar 
effects. 
In Fresno county these ver­ 
min have become so numerous and 
destructive to the farmers that, the 
“wholesale extermination of tnem is 
imperative. It is estimated th at five 
rabbits consume as much as one 
sheep. They are particularly fond of 
the grape vines, fruit trees, corn and 
other grain. A drive has been made 
by stretching fine wire nettimr about 
three feet high and seven miles in 
length, V-shaped, term inating a t the 
smaller end in circular corral. One 
of the drives resulted in the death of 
19J>00 rabbits.—New

A Whale Breaks a Cable. 


P ro m th e E lectrical Bern? ar, 
On September 9th a fault broke 
out in the Santos-Santa Catharina 
section of the Western and Brazilian 
Telegraph Company’s system of ca­ 
bles, but through which signals were 
exchanged up to the moment of cut­ 
ting by the repairing steamer Viking- 
The latter, while engaged on the re­ 
pair on October IT, picking up to­ 
ward the fault f»7 fathoms, and 
about TO mih^s north from Santa 
Catharina, brought to the service a 
monster dead wha Ie, measuring about 
HO feet long, intact, with the excep­ 
tion of the upper part (the belly), 
from which all the skin had been 
worn or eaten away, leaving only a 
small portion oil the neck and tail; 
the cable ported at the fault with the 
strain put upon it in lifting, and the 
carcass of the whale being relieved of 
the downward pressure, rose like a 
torpedo and inflated like a baloon, a 
portion on arriving at the surface of 
the water bursting and creating a 
most offensive odor, so th at every 
one was thankful when the cable was 
cut, and theabnoxious objectdrifted 
to leeward; the tail of the whale had 
two complete turns round the shank 
and three or four across the flat or 
fan part. It would be interesting to 
know how' long this creature had 
lieen imprisoned; from the advanced 
stage of decomposition it must have 
been there some considerable time; 
its body was covered with barnacles, 
and some even on the w hite part, 
where the skin had disappeared. It 
is worthy of note that this cable was 
laid in 1S74, and w ith the exception 
of one repair by the contractors in 
IS75, has never since been touched, 
and is as perfect as the day it was 
laid. The above by Mr. Peters, of 
the Viking, is the third instance in 
which whales have broken telegraph 
cables. The first oecured in the Per­ 
sian (iulf some fifteen years ago, and 
the second on the west coast of 
America, of! the Peruvian coast, some 
seven years since. In both cases the 
w hale w as dead when brought to the 
surface by the repairing vessel, and 
was entangled in the cable. The 
supposed cause is th at the tables 
were hung in festoons through being 
laid too tightly over uneaven ground, 
and th at the whales used them as 
rubbing posts to get rid of some of 
the barnacles w ith w hich there bodies 
are often covered. A swish of the 
tail can easily account for the cable 
being twisted around the body, and 
the weight and the struggles of the 
animals can easily account for the 
break. We are iuclined to think the 
weight oft he dead decomposing body 
is more likely to break thesuspended 
bight than theswimmingstrength tit 
the whale, which compared to the 
longitudinal strength of a cable must 
be a small matter. The pecularity 
of the case off the Btazilian coast 
bes in the cable not being broken. 


E v e re tt’s E lo c u tio n a ry T ric k s. 
In the North American Review for 
January the Hon. Charles K. Tuck­ 
erman narrates some interesting 
reminiscences of old-time celebrite in 
Boston. He tells this incident, among 
others, in reference to Edward Ever* 
ett: 
“That Everett resorted occasion­ 
ally to accessories ‘to catch the eyes 
of the groundlings’ may seem not al­ 
together worthy of a man of such 
cultivated tastes aud talents: but 
these studied effects, like his studied 
oratory, served to tiring down’ the 
house and the banquet tible; which, 
after all, is the object of the moment 
with the orator or the actor, or both 
combined. It was always successful 
with Everett. A gentleman who sat 
near him a t a public dinner in Bos­ 
ton related a little incident in illustra­ 
tion of this. Among the ornament­ 
ed dishes on the table was a grand 
plat fancifully decorated, including 
two miniature silk flags on sticks, 
which were stuck into the 
viand 
previously to tieing served. The dish 
stood directly in front of Everett. 
Be ore he was aware of it it was re­ 
moved for the purpose of being 
I carved a t the sideboard. When he 
missed it he appeared to be seriously 
annoyed, and, beckoning to one of 
the waiters, whispered to bring back 
the dish and place it where it was 
before. This was accordingly done. 
My friend, one of the few’ who had 
observed this little by-scene, could 
not a t nil understand it, or know’ 
why the great man had apjienred so 
disconcerted at tho loss of the dish 
and so immensely relieved a t its re­ 
appearance; but when the cloth was 
removed and Everett made 
his 
speech, in response to a national 
toast, the mystery was explained. 
As the orator warmed with his theme 
and expatiated in glow ing language 
upon the greatness of the Republic 
and the patriotic emotions excited 
by the flag of the Union, w hose folds 
they all beheld gracefully festooned 
around the walls of tile banquet hall 
he seized—as if moved by the impulse 
of the moment—the two little flags 
from the dish liofore him and waved 
them, one in each hand, above bis 
head, until his accents w ere drowned 
in the murmurs of applause th at fol­ 
lowed the graceful,appropriate, and, 
so to speak, inspired act.’’ 
This story can lie readily believed 
by all who heard Everett. He al­ 
ways orated, and 
delivered 
his 
speeches as though they had been 
carefull v studied lief ore a mirror.

Fire by Friction. 
Onpof thefirst things a child learns 
about tire is th at sa va ire races pro­ 
duce it by rubbing two st icks togeth­ 
er. Hut when the child, or even the 
adult, tries to produce fire in this 
way, it generally ends in a failure. 
Tliesti* ks must be of the right kind 
—one hard, the other soft—and dry. 
Upon the hard piece cut two grooves 
in the shupe of a cross. 
Secure it 
tight, and after one end of the soft 
sties has lieen pointed, revolve it 
rapidly 
in the insertion of 
the 
grooves. Gradually tinder forms in 
the grooves and the friction ignites 
it. The inhabitants of the tropics do 
not always defend wholly upon their 
sticks; among many tribes they are 
they are nothing but a last resort. 
They have other methods of produc­ 
ing fire. A native carries in his lietel 
box perhaps a fragment of hard pot- 
ten ’ and a morsel ofdry fungus. Fix­ 
ing a bit of the latter iii the hollow, 
and holding it down with the thumb 
—in such a way that it follows the 
edge—he smartly strikes his box, 
which is bamboo, of course, just as 
if he were handling flint and steel. 
Tile fungus tinder is glowing iii an 
instant.

Ile once invited the fa­ 
mous critic Belinsky and five others 
to dine with him at his house in the 
country, where lie had a chief de cui­ 
sine whom he looked upon as a gen­ 
ius.

Actual Cost of a Locomotive. 
One man can build an eight-wheel 
passenger locomotive for a standard- 
gauge railroad in 1,500 days; it will 
require 1,650 days’ work for him to 
build a consolidated ten-wheel loco­ 
motive for a standard-gauge. The 
wages of skilled labor run from $2 to 
$4 a day; this would give an average 
of $3 a day, or $4,035 for the ingine. 
The cost of the necessary metal to 
build a locomotive is usually estimated 
at about $2,000. The profit may be 
put down at another $2,000, which 
would include the expense of sale and 
delivery. This would make an engine 
when absolutely ready for service and 
complete in every wav, worth about 
$8,635.

Actual Cost of a Locomotive. 
One man can build an eight-wheel 
passenger locomotive for a standard- 
gauge railroad in 1,500 days; it will 
require 1,650 days’ work for him to 
build a consolidated ten-wheel loco­ 
motive for a 8tandard-gauge. The 
wages of skilled labor run from $2 to 
$4 a day; this would give an average 
of $3 a day, or $4,635 for the ingine. 
The cost of the necessary metal to 
build a locomotive is usually estimated 
at about $2,000. The profit may be 
put down at another $2,000, which 
would include the expense of sale and 
delivery. This would make an engine 
when absolutely ready for service and
